SEOUL, Jan. 10—An agreement set- 
ting ground rules for interrogating 
Tongsun Park was signed tonight by 
representatives of the U.S. Justice De 
partment and the Korean Ministry of 
Justice. 

The agreement sets out the condi- 
tions under which Justice Department 
officials will question Park, the South 
Korean. businessman who fs the cen- 
tral figure in the congressional influ- 
ence-buying investigation,

jamin Civiletti and the South Korean 
vice minister of Justice, Lee Chong 
Won. ae: ;
